TH1s is the Sum and Subftance of all Mr: D’ Anvers’s 
pis againft my Affertion that the Bigotry of 
our Fo s, arofe from the Tyranny of the govern- 
ing Powers ; that they were Bigors, becaufe they were 
Slaves ; and Slaves in Principle or Faith, becaufe they 
were Slaves by Law or Power ; which Affertion, if ‘tis 
not evident, I will make it fo. 

Tue Power-that governed Europe for feveral Hundred 

Years, which was, Ecclefaftical Power, was the Cau/e 
of the want of Learning, and the general Ignorance of 
the People; for, the People are as they are led or 
driven; they may be made any thing by Education, 
efpecially when back’d with the Terror of Prifons, Dun- 
geons, Inquifitions, Fire and Faggot here, and eternal 
Fire hereafter : The Truth is, the Clergy of thofe Times 
took infinite Pains to put out the Eyes of al! the World : 
Men were born with Eyes ; but they would not fuffer 
them to fee with them: They were alfo born with a 
Capacity for Reafoning and difcovering Truth ; but they 
would not fuffer "em to exert or exercife it; and they, 
began very early to fcatter this /pirttual Darknefs over 
the Face of the Earth, even as foon as they got Power 
under the Chriftian Emperors ; for, the Pdilfophers, 
under the Reigns of the Pagan Emperors, having ridiculed 
the monftrous, abfurd Doéttrines of the Clergy, prov'd 
very fatal to their tyrannical Views ; and afterwards, 
under the Chriftian Emperors, continuing to expofe 
them to the Contempt and Hatred of all az/e and 
honef? Men, they conceived fuch an implacable Averfion 
to all Philofophy, Learning, and Reafoning, and to ail 
thofe who frofe/ed them ; that they not only infufed the 
fame into their Auditors, but alfo removed out of the 
Schools, and took from the young Students, all the 
Pagan Authors, ander Pretence, that they might be 
infected with the erroneous Principles of the Pagan: ; 
and, that it maft be very finful in Ciriftians to read fech 
Books as were every where filled with the Names of 
Pagan Idols: To this End, they related a Story con- 
cerning St. Zerom, that he was whipped, in a Vifion, 
with Rods, by Angels, becaufe he frequently ufed to 
read the Works of Cicero; and, about the Year 400, 
the Council of Carthage forbad the Reading of Pagan 
Authors. 

Bur it would be endlefs to recount the various Me- 
thods which the Clergy took to banifh Reafox, to blind- 
fold the World, and to render Mankind tame and /ud- 
mifive, by Doétrines of Humiliation, Fafting, Pennance, 
Self-renunciation, Contempt of the World, &c. that to 
they might the more eafily govern them, and become 
Lords of their Poffeffions, as they had already made them- 
felves Lords of their Underflandings: Thefe were the Men 
who turned the World upfide down; thefe were the 
Men who made the Goths ignorant, and not the Goths 
them : For it is plain, by their fuperior Skill in Arms, 
and their wife political Inftitutions, that they did not 
want Underftanding ; but the Church foon found out 

_ Ways to puzzle their Minds, to confound their Reafon, 
to extinguifh the Light of Nature, and fo to conquer 
their Conquerors. 

Tue Church of Rome had fpread this /piritual Dark- 
nefs alrnoft over all Eurfe, when the Saxons were con- 
verted in this Kingdom; and as they came gradually 
into Wealth and Power, they eftablifhed that Ignorance 
by Terro”, which they had firit introduced by wicked 
Arts, called divine Wifdam, and by juggling Tricks, cal- 
led fupernatural Miracles. ; 

‘Tuis every Man, skilled in the Hiftory of the 
Church, knows to be true: But Mr. D’ Anvers, in tho- 
rough Spight to the prefent Conftitution, is willing to 
make the beft of every thing ancient, even ancient Ty- 
ranny, ancient Superftition, and ancient Popery + for he 
fays, ‘Tho’ the Church of England was originally 
‘ founded on a Popifh Bottom, yet it is not to be con- 
‘ cluded, that Popery itlelf was the fame thing that it 
‘ was afterwards.’ No, to be fure ; it was a very harm- 
lefs Thing about the Seventh and Eighth Centuries; for 
then our celebrated Hiflorian and judicious Critick, Mr. 
D’ Anvers, affares us, from a Canon made in the Year 

7475 ° Tha: .’raying in an unknown Tongue was not an 
§ efablifoed Doétrine of the Church ; for the Prietts, by 
‘ that Canon, were ordered to teach thy People che 
Creed and Lord’s Prayer in the Englih Language.’ 
Bur this is falie s for this Canon, which the Craft/- 


man has read or heard fomething about, is the Tenth 
of the Council then holden (as may be feen in Spe/man’s 
Councils, Tom. 1. p. 248. Ed. 1639.) and fuppofes, 
or takes it for granted as a Thing well known, that the 
Service was in Latin; becaufe it orders, * That the 
‘ Prieft thall learn to conitrue the Creed, the Lord's 
‘ Prayer, and the moft facred Words which are folemnly 
‘ {aid in the Celebration of the Mafs, and the Office of 
‘ Baptiim.’ So that there-cannot be a itronger Proof 
than this Canon, That Praying in an unknown Tongue 
was then the eftablifoed Doétrine and Pra&ice of the 
Church, direétly contrary to what the Craft/man afferts: 
For why ‘arm to conftrue, if it was not in Latin? This 
Canon only fhews, that the Priefts were fo ignoran: or 
unlearned, that they did not underitand the Meaning of 
the Words which they read and fing to the People, 
To the fame Purpofe there is an original Letter in the 
Cotton Library, of one of the Saxon Kings, to the Arche 
bifhop of York, enjoining him to teac! the Prizfts tq 
read ; fo compleat and finithed was rhe- [pnorance which 
the Papal Authority had introduced, that it reached upeven 
to the Parifh Priefts ! And this Ignorance continued, in 
avery high Degree, to the Reformation ; for, in Queen 
Elizabeth's Time, there was an Injunétion or Canon, 
‘ That the Priefts fhould read over their Prayers and 
‘ Homilies at home, that they might be the more able 
* so read them tothe People in the Churches.’ 

So much at prefent. In our next we thall thew, That 
our ancient ecclefiaftical Canflitution was not only Popery, 
but Tyranny, citablifhing Slavery of Mind, Body, and 
Eftate; and that we were Bigots becanfe we were 
Slaves.
